the national interest by fiNing the 
needs of political parties. 

Some inconvenience is unavoidable, 
he said. 

The New Democratic Party also 
chartered a DC-9 this week, but no 
flights were cancelled as a result. The 
Lil^rals asked for a DC-9 to fly to 
Winnipeg Thursday, but Air Canada 
charter^ a plane through another air¬ 
line.

Banker^ s wife 
foils deadly 
letter bomb

LONDON (AP) — A British cabinet minister 
became the first political target of a letter bomb 
campaign Friday as terrori.sLs sent their seventh and 
eighth “Christmas gifts” this week. 

A postal sorter spotted the bomb addressed to 
Employment Secretary James Prior at his eastern 
England manor, while the 
wife of a prominent Brit¬ 
ish banker, Richard 
Lloyd, intercepted a 

_deadly^uackage ^t .^eir^ 

soburban-Londbn home.’ 

Jennifer Lloyd became the 
fourth sharp-eyed wife to 
save a leading British in¬ 
dustrialist from disaster. 
Police have said the “gift” 
contained enough explosive 
to cripple a man. 

So far all the bombs have 
been posted from Belgium 
and .Scotland Yard sent two 
investigators to Bru,s.sels 
Friday. 

A telephone caller to the 
Dublin oHice of the BBC said 
he spoke for the Irish Repub¬ 
lican Army and that it was 
responsible for the letter 
bomb campaign. He said it 
was intended to draw atten¬ 
tion to what he called Inhu¬ 
mane treatment of political 
prisoners in the Maze prison 
camp in Northern Ireland, - 
where IRA guerrillas and 
Protestant extremists are 
held. 

.So far the Yard has few 
clues (0 go on to slop the 
packages. 

Five of the bombs have 
been addressed to British 
business tycoons. Prior was 
the first politician on the 
list and he said he had no 
idea why. 

“1 just pray that there are 
no more packages going to 
others In the political 
world,” the 52-ycar-old min¬ 
ister said. 

Mrs. Lloyd had seen a tele¬ 
vision program about letter 
bombs the night before when 
a Belgian-stamped, hand- 
addressed manila envelope 
arrived in Thursday’s post 
for her husband. 

“I became suspicious 
when I saw it had a Brussels 
postmark and a customs dec¬ 
laration label .saying it con¬ 
tained soap," she said. So 
she put it in a garden urn and 
called the police.

WASHINGTON — Accusing Iran of “arrogant 
defiance,” President Carter called Friday for the 
United Nations to impose worldwide economic sanc¬ 
tions to force the release of 50 American hostages held 
in Tehran. 

In a tough, televised statement. Carter said Iran 
had shown contempt for international law by refusing 
to obey an International Court of Justice decision that 
the hostages should be freed. 

He said the United States would not yield to “kid¬ 
nappers and terrorists” or to “an irresponsible at¬ 
tempt at blackmail.” 

No full boycott asked 

The president did not indi¬ 
cate what kind of sanctions 
the United States would seek 
next week in the UN Security 
Council. 

But other U.S. officials 
said the United States would 
not call for a halt to all trade 
with Iran. Instead, they said, 
the countries of the world 
would be asked to approve a 
selective boycott, denying 
Iran new purcha.ses of such 
essential items as equipment 
for its oil operations.

MONTREAL (CP) — If 
the Quebec government held 
its referendum now asking 
for a mandate to negotiate 
sovereignty-association with 
the rest of Canada, 41 per 
cent of Quebecers would 
vote yes and 31 per cent 
would vote no, a pull re¬ 
leased Friday indicates. 

But most feel the referen¬ 
dum would be defeated. 

And the poll, prepared for 
Radio-Canada, the French- 
language network of the 
CBC, shows that the number 
of undecided voters has in- 
crea.sed significantly since a 
similar poll was taken last 
February—to 28 per cent 
from 18 per cent. 

In that poll—also prepariql 
for Radio-Canada—51 per 
cent of the respondents said 
(hey would vote yes and 31 
per cent would vote no if the 
referendum question asks: 
“Will you give the Quebec 
government the mandate to 
negotiate sovereignty-asso¬ 
ciation with the rest of Can¬ 
ada?” 

The latest poll, based on 
random telephone inter¬ 
views with 928 people across 
Quebec, was conducted be¬ 
tween Nov. 23 and Dec. 3, 
before the Quebec govern¬ 
ment’s announcement of the 
referendum question and the 
di'feat of the Clark govern¬ 
ment. 

The maximum margin of 
error in the poll is three per 
cent, says the Centre of Pub- 


In his brief address.

Mistletoe extrefet 
showing promise 
as cancer fighter 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Mistletoe, the parasitic plant 
with special Christmas meaning, may contain a medication 
to combat cancer of the breast, colon, stomach, rectum and 
cervix, a report from University of Southern California said 
Friday. 

European scientists who have studied the extract, distri¬ 
buted under the trade name Iscador, believed a toxic 
protein In the plant inhibits the growth of cancer cells. 

But a recent study of Korean mistletoe by Dr. Tas- 
neem Khwaja, associate professor of pathology at USC 
School of Medicine, reveal^ the cancer-fighting abilities of 
mistletoe are actually due to alkaloids in the plant. 

"Our studies suggest, however," Khwaja said, “that 
the protein believed by other researchers to act on cancer 
cells actually stimulate the body’s immune system, thus 
increasing a patient’s ability to combat cancer." 

He said many of the drugs now used to combat cancer, 
although effective against cancer, suppress the b^y’s 
immune system. 

He said if further studies bear out that contention, 
then mistle^ may be an important cancer drug. 

One major problem in using mistletoe as a drug Is getting 
enstigh extract. Only 2.6 grams of extract can be obtained for 
every 1,000 grams of mistletoe.

Barrett said he doubted if 
anyone would accept that 
statement from the attor¬ 
ney-general.

Carnage greets 
police debate 

ROME (AH) — Terrorists killed the son of Verona’s 
anli-crime chief Friday and shot four men in the legs in 
separate attacks in Rome. Milan and Turin. 

The attacks came after police arrested Iti people on 
charges of organizing an armed gang. The suspects were 
picked up in raids throughout the northern part of the 
country. 

The terrorist activity coincided with the opening of 
parliamentary debate on a government decree expanding 
police powers to detain suspected terrorists. 

In Verona, the 19-year-old son of Antonio Maritati, chief 
of the local anti-crime squad, was ambushed and shot near 
his home, police said. Fabio Maritati had just climbed into 
his car when he was hit by sub-machine-gun fire from a cur 
that pulled alongside his. Police said the assailants probably 
believed the victim’s father was in the car. 

El Salvador rebels 
release 11 hostages 

SAN .SALVADOR, El Salvador (UPI) — Leftist militants 
Friday released 11 hostages, including an American Peace 
Corps woman, and ended a 10-day occupation of two market 
places, saying most of their demands had been met. 

But as the members of the Feb. 28 Popular Leagues 
abandoned the markets, dozens of other leftists took over the 
San Salvador Cathedral and the rector’s offices at the 
National University. 

“I am glad it's all over," said Peace (2orps volunteer 
Deborah Loff, 25, of Succasunna, N.J., a health educator who 
worked in the the capital tor a year and a half. 

"During the 10 days we were held hostage we were 
properly treated. We weren't bothered or harassed, but I am 
glad it’s over.” 


Clerics 
to visit 
Tehran 
hostages 


TEHRAN /AP) — Ayatol¬ 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini, say¬ 
ing he wants Iran’s 50 
American hostages to have a 
“Christmas in peace," or¬ 
dered h'riday that the occu- 
pied U.S. Embassy be 
opened to holiday visits by 
Christian clergymen: He 
said black clerics would be 
jdven priority to visit the 
inslages. 

In Washington, President 
Carter accused Khomeini’s 
regime of “arrogant defi¬ 
ance" and said he will ask 
the United Nations to impose 
worldwide economic sanc¬ 
tions against Iran. 

The U.S. leader did not 
specify what sanctions 
might be sought, but said 
Iran’s revolutionary govern¬ 
ment “must realize it cannot 
flaunt with Impunity” inter¬ 
national law and that "con¬ 
crete action must be 
taken.” 

Donald McHenry, U.S. 
ambassador to the UN, told 
reporters at UN headquar¬ 
ters In New York City that he 
would immediately begin 
consultations with other UN 
members and he expects the 
15-member Security Council 
to convene after Chrismas 
on Carter’s request. 

The Council, by a unani¬ 
mous vote Dec. 4, called on 
Iran to free the hostages. 

Khomeini, in his an¬ 
nouncement, indicated the 
Christmas visitors would be 
Americans or other 
foreigners and said black 
clergymen would be given 
top consideration. 

It will be the first time in 
weeks that hostages have 
been seen by outsiders. 
.Some have not been seen at 
all since Iranian student 
militants demanding extra¬ 
dition of the depo.sed shah of 
Iran seized the embassy 
Nov. I. 

After the holiday period, 
the Iranians say, the hos¬ 
tages will face a tribunal of 
some kind. The embassy 
militants say they will be 
tried as spies, but Iranian 
officials say it will be only an 
investigation of general U.S. 
"crimes.” 

The Carter administra¬ 
tion, which says any such 
proceeding would be an out¬ 
rage, took new steps Friday 
in its campaign of economic 
and political pressure 
against Iran. 

The U.S. Export-Import 
Bank declared $245 million 
in loans to Iran to be in 
default. 

Khomeini’s troubled re¬ 
gime was shaken by new 
violence at home, mean¬ 
while.

JOE CLARK'S NEW PLANS for PetroCan 
give a whole new meaning to political flexibil¬ 
ity. He has done a startling about-turn and is 
now offering a much-improved policy on this 
important subject in the best tradition of the 
electioneering candidate — it appears to offer 
something for just about everybody. 

There are “free" shares for every Cana¬ 
dian (in an enterprise built with our money). 
There will be shares available to Cana¬ 
dians with money to invest. That will catch the 
eye of the investors because PetroCan has 
some fat assets and a lot of money has been 
made over recent years in oil speculation. All 
this and more — a promise that government 
will retain effective control by keeping one- 
third of the shares. At the same time, the 
Conservatives will expand the role of Petro- 
can so that It will become, in the words of Mr. 
Clark, not only an oil company but a major 
energy resource corporation, able to expand, 
as its directors decide, into all aspects of the 
energy sector." 

That is the most significant aspect of this 
startling reversal in policy. Instead of selling 
it off, as the Conservatives once intended, 
(just last May, in fact) it now appears they 
want to make PetroCan even more secure as 
our state oil agency and with a mandate to 
change to meet the country’s needs. 

There has been so much written about oil 
lately, who will be surprised if the gravy on 
the Christmas turkey seems tainted by it this 
year? But like that same turkey, the Conser¬ 
vative policy on PetroCan leaves us with 
something to chew on for the next few days. 

First, flexibility is admirable. But any 
party capable of making this sort of policy 
change is surely capable of changing again. 
The new PetroCan Mr. Clark offers us is a 
better one but it doe.sn’t do much for his 
party’s credibility. 

Then there is Mr. Broadbent’s argument 
that PetroCan with a multitude of sharehold¬ 
ers would become a corporation dedicated to 
profits instead of focusing on the public's 
' energy needs. That would be a more justified 
criticism If all those shareholders could dic¬ 
tate policy. But they can’t. The government, 
with its one-third block, can. 

Finally, the Liberal ?esponse. Energy 
critic Marc Lalonde simply says Joe’s new 
PetroCan is "a gimmick” and is "totally 
unacceptable.” He will have to do better than 
that.

Zigs and zags in the separatist strategy 


QUEBEC — It appears that tlje ob¬ 
ject of next spring’s referendum in

Quebec will be to give the Parti 
Quebecois government a mandate to 
hoid a second referendum. 

Premier Rene Levesque announced 
Thursday that Quebecers will be asked 
to give the government the “mandate 
to negotiate" sovereignty-association 
with the rest of Canada. 

If Quebecers vote Yes, they will be 
asked in a second referendum some¬ 
time later to approve "any change in 
political status resulting from these 
negotiations." 

In other words, a Yes vote next 
spring will not mean approval of so¬ 
vereignty-association as some were 
expecting. 

It will mean that if the negotiations 
work out. Quebecers will be asked 
sometime in the future to vote on 
sovereignty-association as such. 

And if the negotiations collapse, that 
is If the rest of Canada rejects the type 
oi economic association proposed by 
Quebec, chances are that second 
referendum would be on political inde¬ 
pendence, pure and simple. 

Once the PQ government decided to 
go with a question seeking a "mandate 
to negotiate" in next spring's refer¬ 
endum. it was forced to deal with the 
matter of a second referendum. 

That’s because any attempt by the 
government to go further than nego¬ 


tiation of sovereignty-association on 
the basis of the first referendum would 
have b^en hotly contested by federal¬ 
ist forces. 

They would have argued that the 
Queb^ government only had a “man¬ 
date to negotiate,” not a mandate to 
- institute sovereignty-association. 

That’s why most observers thought 
the government would steer clear of 
seeking a “mandate to negotiate". 

To back their speculation, those ob¬ 
servers could rely on the govern¬ 
ment’s own white paper on so¬ 
vereignty-association. published last 
month, as well as on the PQ party 
program. 

Indeed, the text of the question an¬ 
nounced by Levesque Thursday, is at 
variance with both those documents. 

The white paper, for instance, said: 
“A Yes vote by Quebecers would thus 
be, in fact, a mandate given the 
Quebec government to make this new 
agreement (sovereignty-association) 
a reality through negotiations.” 

Now it turns out that only in the 
second referendum or in the two refer- 
endums combined, will Quebecers be 
in a position to give the govern¬ 
ment the mandate to make so¬ 
vereignty-association a reality. 


The policy paper also said: "Once 
agreements have been reached with 
the rest of Canada, the Quebec govern¬ 
ment firmly commits itself to submit¬ 
ting them to the national assembly for 
approval." 

There was no talk of a second refer¬ 
endum. 

That firm commitment was quickly 
questioned by observers, however, be¬ 
cause it presupposes that the Parti . 
Quebecois government will still be in 
office if and when the time comes to 
submit the negotiated agreement to 
the assembly. 

The PQ party program, as ammend- 
ed at a general convention last June, 
does raise the possibility of a second 
referendum. 

It promises that if the negotiations 
with the rest of Canada failed after the 
first referendum, the government will 
"ask Quebecers. . .for the mandate to 
exercise all the powers of a sovereign 
state.” 

In other words, if Canada spurns 
sovereignty-association, Quebecers 
will be asked to approve the political 
Independence of Quebec. 

The program does not promise a 
second referendum explicitly. 


. It simply says that Quebecers will be 
“asked" by the government to ap¬ 
prove a declaration of independence. , 

Government spokesmen said at the 
PQ convention that this could be done 
through a referendum, or an election, 
or perhaps some other way. 

The government doesn’t want to be 
tied down, they said. 

The PQ began in 1968 by promising 
that if it ^s elected to power, it would 
Immediately take step to bring about 
Quebec's political independence. 

• In 1974, at a general convention, the 
party adopted the idea of first holding 
a referendum before instituting so¬ 
vereignty-association. 

This way of putting off a decision on 
sovereignty is credited with helping 
the PQ gain power in 1976. But sev¬ 
eral “Independantistes" In the party 
cried foul at the idea that election of 
the PQ would not signal the arrival 
of independence. 

With Thursday’s announcement, the 
day of decision is put off even fur¬ 
ther. 

One wonders what the hard-line “in¬ 
dependantistes’’ will think of this la¬ 
test move. 

One also wonders whether the gov¬ 
ernment did not figure that a second 
referendum would make it much ea¬ 
sier for the undecided to vote Yes next 
spring in the belief that it’s really only 
the second referendum that counts.

Some are all for an election 



OTTAWA — I won three 
bets when the Clark govern¬ 
ment fell because mv friends 
couldn't be- 
lieve that 
anyone 
would be 
crazy 
enough to 
precipitate a 
winter elec¬ 
tion. They 
wouldn't 
have been so 
surprised 
had they 
known that there were pow¬ 
erful people in three parties 
who preferred an election 
now. 

Trudeau supporters in the 
Liberal party were most in¬ 
sistent. 'The “In ^up" rea¬ 
lized they were alrout to lose 
their place in the pecking 
order under a new leader. So 
when the latest Gallup Poll 
showed that they would have 
won a November election, 
even with Trudeau, they de¬ 
cided to strike while the iron 
was hot. If they defeated the 
government on a politically 
unpopular budget, they 
might be able to persuade 
Trudeau to stay on. Then, 
should he win, they would 
maintain their places in the 
hierarchy. 

The NDP were hot to trot, 
too. This is not to suggest 
that their indignation with 
thie budget was insincere. 
John Crosble’s medicine was 
bad news for poor and mid¬ 
dle class voters. But the so¬ 
cialists were also convinced 
they would do better now 
before the Grits have a 
chance to re-group under a

new leader. They expect 
support from some of the 
people who aren’t thrilled 
with either Clark or Tru¬ 
deau. 

Top Tory strategists, too. 
have been saying "why wait 
for spring?” They make no 
.secret of their preference 
for running against Trudeau 
and shuddered at the thought 
of a new "knight” — Turner 
in particular. It would have 
looked like dirty pool, how¬ 
ever, had Clark dissolved the 
House while the Grit leader¬ 
ship was underway. The 
most he could hope for was to 
be beaten on a vote of confi¬ 
dence so he could allege ob¬ 
struction. Consequently, the 
PC’s didn’t really try to 
avoid defeat. 

The Sixty-Four Billion dol¬ 
lar question is what voters 
are likely to do in an election 
as welcome as snow in July. 
The Tories, obviously, are 
hoping for a phenomenon 
like the one in 1958. In John 
Diefenbaker’s second elec¬ 
tion, he swept the country 
and piled up the biggest ma¬ 
jority in history. Clark has 
been deeply influenced by 
the Chief’s strategy th(>ugh 
he could be content to setUe 
for a simple majority. ' 

Actually, the circum¬ 
stances are very different 
from those of that era. When 
the St. Laurent government 
was topped in 1957, it left the 
country in excellent shape, 
financially. There was 
money in the bank. So John 


Diefenbaker spent his in¬ 
terim fall .session introduc¬ 
ing one popular measure 
after another — one day a 
pay increase for civil ser¬ 
vants and the next, cash ad¬ 
vances for farm-stored 
grain. By the time he entered 
the political ring for the sec¬ 
ond round, in March, he was 
a hero and the vote con¬ 
firmed it. 

Joe Clark has not been so 
lucky. When he came to 
power, the country- was In a 
financial mess and there was 
no bag of lollipops to distrib¬ 
ute. On the contrary, he was 
faced with a huge deficit, so. 
Instead of cutting taxes to 
stimulate the economy as 
promised, he and his finance 
minister dished out a whop¬ 
ping Increase designed pri¬ 
marily to reduce the deficit. 
In that sense, John Cros- 
bie's budget can honestly be 
labelled as courageous; but 
in politics, there Is a fine line 
between courage and fool¬ 
hardiness. It's not a budget 
to win the hearts of the ma¬ 
jority. 


Today 
in History 


U.S. President Thomas 
Jefferson persuaded Con¬ 
gress to pass the Embargo 
Act 172 years ago today — In 
1807 — forbidding, for a 
time, all foreign com¬ 
merce. 

France and England were 
at war and between them 
were paralysing American 
seaborne commerce. Jeffer¬ 
son believed the warring 
powers woulyl abandon their 
mutual blockades, but he 
was mistaken. He was 
forced to repeal the act four 
days before he retired from 
the presidency in 1809. 

1715 — Francois de la 
Verendrye, last of the family 
of explorers, was bom. 

1781 — The Marquis de 
LaFayette sailed for France 
following the American War 
of Independence. 

1894 — Captain Alfred 
Dreyfus was convicted on a 
charge of selling military se¬ 
crets to Germany. 


They were beaten back by- 
Iran and other states hostile 
to American interests. Now 
it is a ques¬ 
tion whether 
Washington 
can seize the 
moment to 
recoup the 
defeat in 
Caracas. 

The battle 
fought with¬ 
in the Orga¬ 
nization of 
Petroleum 
Exporting Countries took 
place on a field of oil. But the 
significance was political. 

Instability in Iran has 
thrown the international oil 
market into a state pf shock 
for most of the past year. 
The major industrial coun¬ 
tries have been building 
stocks against a possible 
shortage next year. Those 
without access to bulk pur¬ 
chases of OPEC oil at rela¬ 
tively fixed prices have sup¬ 
plemented their regular 
rations by purchases on the 
spot market which is usually 
reserved for small quanti¬ 
ties of oil bought for short¬ 
term needs. 

Those practices pose 
grave problems for the 
whole world. There is a dan¬ 
ger that soaring prices will 
drive the Industrial coun¬ 
tries into economic collapse. 
There is also'a danger that 
recession In the industrial 
world would leave an oil glut 
that would boomerang 
against the OPEC countries 
with unpredictable results. 

Under the leadership of 
Saudi Arabia, several coun¬ 
tries friendly to the U.S. 
seized on the Caracas meet¬ 
ing as an opportunity to im¬ 
pose order upon the market. 
Before the meeting the 
Saudis raised prices on their 
basic crude from $18 to $24 
per barrel. They made it 
known they would regard $24 
as the basic price, and would 
accept premiums ranging 


only from $2 to $3.50 'per 
barrel. They said they would 
keep production high to 
avoid tight markets. 

But the Saudis ain't what 
they used to be inside OPEC. 
The recent shootout in 
Mecca advertised to the 
world the fragility of the 
royal regime. In particular it 
showed Saudi vulnerability 
to Islamic fundamentalism 
and Its implicit charge that I 
friendship with Washington I 
translated into toadying to 
American imperialism. 

Iran, the hotbed of Islamic 
fundamentalism, burked the 
.Saudi strategy by announc 
ing it wanted oil prices at $35 
per barrel. 

Long haggling between tlie 
parties — including a rare 
Saudi offer to back away 
from the previously de¬ 
clared price — yielded noth¬ 
ing. In the end. the meeting 
broke without setting a uni¬ 
fied price. 

The U.S., of course, is a big 
loser. Not only does the rise 
in prices strike the Ameri¬ 
can economy at an awkward 
moment. But this country's .■ 
best friend in OPEC. .Saudi • 
Arabia, is even more vulner¬ 
able to political pressure 
from the Islamic fundamen¬ 
talists. 

Still, recession in the U.S. 
and large stock^s open the 
prospect that demand will 
fall below supply, with an oil 
glut materializing next 
spring. The U.S., together 
with Japan and the Europe 
ans. could make the prospect 
of glut a near certainty by 
joint action to cut consump¬ 
tion still further. Once the 
glut had developed, the Ira 
nians, Libyans. Algerians 
and Nigerians would bear 
the brunt of softer markets. 
Cards would thus be dealt to 
the countries more friendly 
to the U.S. w-ho had sought, 
and still seek, to curb 
prices.

Threats silence an editor in Argentina

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BUENOS AIRES — Robert Cox, the British editor of 
an Engli.sh language newspaper here has left Argentina 
with his family, driven out, he said, by people who want 
to keep the country “in the ^p of darkness" 

As editor of The Buenos Aires Herald, Cox has been a 
consistent supporter of the Argentine government of 
President Rafael Videla, who seized power in 1976. But 
he has also been a consistent critic of human-rights 
violations and brutality by security forces and secret 
right-wing extremist groups In combating left-wing 
guerrilla violence. 

The 46-year-old Cox, who announced earlier this 
month that he could no longer remain in Argentina 
after having lived here since 1960, has departed with his 
family for an extended leave abroad. The decision was 
made after bis lO-year-old son, Peter, had received an 
anonymous letter warning that Cox and bis wife and all 
five children would be killed unless they left the 
country. 

The handwritten letter, carrying a-seal of the Mon- 
toneros. a left-wing guerrilla group, was considered by 
Cox and other analysts here to be the work of an 
unidentified group with access to Intelligence files. The 
content of the letter disclosed extensive resesreh Into 
Cox's personal relations and family habits. 

Two leading newspapers. La Prensa and La Nacion, 
attributed the letter in editorial comments to extreme 
right-wing elements of the repressive forces, which are 
opposed to President Videla but which the military has 


not brought under control despite the reduction of the 
left-wing guerrillas to a handful of terrorist.s. 

"The government has not had the courage to destroy 
this new form of subversion with the same energy it em¬ 
ployed in destroying the terrorism of the left." said La 
Prensa. 

In a commentary directed at Gen. Albano Harguin- 
deguy, the Minister of the Interior, who said Cox and 
other civilians should run the same risks as the mili¬ 
tary, La Nacion said this “invitation to be resigned to 
threats" was an unacceptable weakness by the author¬ 
ities responsible for security. 

“What needs to be done is to identify those who are 
responsible for the threats,” said La Nacion. 

But, it was said, no special investigation has been 
ordered by either Harguindeguy or the police, despite 
the availability of witnesses who were approached 
during the days before the letter was received earlier 
this month and questioned about Cox's family ana 
habitual movements. 

The Buenos Aires Herald, a daily paper with a 
circulation of 17,000 that is read by many Argentines, 
has printed more news on disappearances of people 
after arrest, and the complaints of relatives of missing 
people, than any other publication here. This was 
the cause of frequent complaints by military.offlcers in 
charge of information at the Ministry of the Interior and 
army high command.

In the heartland of the 
great Nova Scotia ship¬ 
builders of oid, where use of 
wood was considered worth 
taking a lifetime to muster, 
the pliable synthetic is tak¬ 
ing firm root. 

There is little mystery 
about why it's happening. 
The material is lighter than 
wood, more adaptable, re¬ 
quires less maintenance and 
lasts longer. 


Aircrew 
laid off 

We.st Coast Air .Sorvioes 
Ltd. has laid off almost half 
of its aircrew, 17 pilots, be¬ 
cause of what the company 
says are poor economic con¬ 
ditions. Layoffs in west 
coast flying during the win¬ 
ter are a usual event, the 
company states, but the .se¬ 
verity of the layoffs this year 
is unprecedentL-d. 

West Coast says that the 
layoffs have nothing to do 
with the recent acquisition of 
the company by the Jim Pat- 
tison Group, which operates 
five other airlines such as 
Airwest. 

The Group had its second 
acquisition, Trans-Provin¬ 
cial Airlines Ltd. of Prince 
Rupert, recently approved 
by the air transport commit- 
tc*c of the Department of 
Transport. Pour other take¬ 
overs approvals are pend¬ 
ing. 


But the ascent of glass 
fibre has not been easy. The 
late Reg Ross, a builder near 
Clark Harbour, N.S. was the 
first serious proponent of 
such hulls for fishing boats, 
but (he idea gained little ac¬ 
ceptance among fishermen. 

Ross built only H glass 
fibrebefore going out of busi¬ 
ness In the mid-1970s. 

But things have changed in 
the short time since Ross 
tried to sell his idea to the 
men who work the rich South 
•Shore fishery. Wood prices 
kept climbing, and as Free- 
bert Atkinson, a Clark’s 
Harbour boatbuilder, ex¬ 
plains, fibre construction 
“ju.st looked like the thing to 
do at the time.” 

He must have hit on some¬ 
thing. because in the last two 
years Atkinson’s shop has 
constructed SO vessels, each 
(2 feet in length and costing 
$100,000, plus 20 hulls the 
Atkinsoa plant moulded for 
sale to other local boatr 
builders for finishing. 

Despite growing ^mand, 
Atkinson produces about 
three hulls a month. The 
moulding process requires 
nine layers of fibre on the 
bottom, seven layers topside 
and 18 layers in key areas of 
stress such as the keel and 
stern post, 

Atkinson said the growth 
of his company has been 
mostly in local sales, but he 
is beginning to receive in¬ 
quiries from farther afield. 

And Atkinson’s outfit is not 
the only one in the business. 
There are at least five com¬ 
panies on Cape Sable Island 
using glass fibre in at least 
part of the construction pro¬ 
cess. Some simply finish to 
their own design hulls built 
by other builders. 

Some oldtimers may 
wince when they sec the 
glass fibre boats hit the 
waves, but few can deny 
there value to the fisher-

OSHAWA, Ont. (CP) — General Motors of Canada Lid. 
announced Friday the wholesale price of Its average 1980 
cars will increase $150 or 2.2 per cent on Jan. 2. 

General Motors president Alan Smith said the increases 
were kept to a minimum by reducing the price of most V-6 
engines by as much as 46 per cent.

Tennis ace, family reunited 


DALLAS (AP) — Miros¬ 
lav Navratilova was his 
daughter’s first tennis 
coach. And in the four years 
since her defection, he has 
been nuturing Martina 
Navratilova’ career by 
phone from Czechoslovakia. 

This week, for the first 
time since .September of 
1975, the 23-year-old tennis 
star was reunited with her 
family. 

"This is the best Christ¬ 
mas present anyone could 
ask for," she read to report¬ 
ers from a prepared state¬ 
ment after introducing her 
mother, her father and her 
teen-age sister. 

"He (her father) has been 
trying to coach me over the 
phone," she said, grinning at 
her dad. "After Wimbledon 
(where she took singles and 
doubles titles) he said, ‘Your 
■backhand is still rotten.’ ’’ 

The family has been un- 
•lueecssful in obtaining exit 
V'rmits from the Czeehoslo- 
■^akian government for two 
.jcurs, but about a month 
•ago, Navratilova said, the 
Jlcrmits were granted. 

"It was a political step as 
well as a human rights 
step," Navratilova said. 

. The brunette said her 
prowess on the tennis courts 
and "the fact that I have 
fc't ome very well known” 
probably accelerated the 
permit process.

American citizen, hopefully 
next year, I am still promot¬ 
ing Czechoslovakia,” she 
said. “I am still called ‘the 
tennis player who defected 
from Czechoslovakia.' Fifty 
years from now. I’ll prob¬ 
ably be called 'that tennis 
player who defected from 
Czechoslovakia 50 years 
ago.’ ” 

.She hinted the family 
might stay on after their 
tourist visas expire, but said 
only “we will wait and .see” 


when pressed on the issue. 

Navratilova bought her 
family a house eight doors 
from her North Dallas home, 
“so they can have some pri¬ 
vacy” during their year-long 
stay. 

Martina’s father now 
coaches I6-year-old Jana, al¬ 
though Martina said her sis¬ 
ter has “not been given ade¬ 
quate practice time In their 
hometown of Revnick. 

”.She’s going to have to 
improve some,” Martina 


said. ”1 think my sister can 
be just as good.” 

The United States Tennis 
Association recently mamed 
Navratilova the No. 1. 
woman player in the world, 
an honor she said she has 
earned this year. 

But she speculated having 
her family close by will im¬ 
prove her mental game. 

“Strokewlse, 1 don’t know 
how much better I can gel,” 
she said, “but mentally, 1 
can get better."

In the old west, the popular 
axiom held that no matter 
how fast a gun you were 
there was always somebody 
waiting to take your place. 

The National Football 
League, it seems, plays by 
the same ground rules. 

A year ago, Earl Campbell 
burst upon the scene from 
the University of Texas and 
shattered the NFL rookie 
rushing record. 

A scant 12 months later, 
Ottis Anderson of St. Louis 
Cardinals wiped big EarPs 
name from the record 
books. 

By a similar token, the 
Buffalo Bills practically 
wept in public when they lost 
Ohio State linebacker Tom 
Cousineau — the league's 
No. 1 draft pick — to the 
Canadian League's Mon¬ 
treal Alouettes last sum¬ 
mer. 

But somebody stepped in 


to ably fill the gap; Jim 
Haslett, out of Indiana, 
(Pa.), University. 

Both Anderson and Haslett 
received recognition Friday, 
earning the NFL's offensive 
and defensive rookie-of-the- 
year awards. 

It was literally a runaway 
for the 6-foot-2, 210-pound 
Anderson, from the Univer¬ 
sity of Miami. He was named 
on all but three of the H4 
votes cast by a panel of 
sports writers and sports^ 
broadcasters, three in each 
league city. The three re¬ 
maining votes went to Phil 
Simms, quarterback of New 
York Giants. 

Anderson finished lUe 1979 
season with 1.605 yards rush¬ 
ing, eclipsing the rookie rec¬ 
ord of 1,450 yards by Camp¬ 
bell, the rushing champion 
last year and, with 1,697 
vards, this year, too. 


Anderson challenged for 
the NFL rushing title before 
a twisted knee knocked him 
out of last Sunday’s regular- 
season finale with just 39 
yards gained. 

Anderson, nicknamed 0. 
J. (his middle name is 
Jerome), was the Cardinals' 
No. 1 pick in the draft, the 
eighth player selected over¬ 
all. But even they couldn't 
have been prepared for the 
kind of debut he made. 

In their opener against 
Dallas, Anderson plowed 
through the Cowboys for 193 
yards, just one yard short of 
the record for a first pro 
game set in 1955 by Balti¬ 
more Colts’ great Alan 
Ameche. 

Haslett, an inside line¬ 
backer in the Bills* 3-4 de¬ 


fence, was named on 25 of 
the 64 ballots cast by a U.S.¬ 
wide panel of sports writers 
and broadcasters, three 
from each NFL city. 

Linebacker Jerry Robin-' 
son of Philadelphia Eagles 
received 17 votes and defen¬ 
sive tackle Dan Hampton of 
Chicago Bears received 16 a.v 
Haslett’s closest chal¬ 
lengers.

Bell Canada operators at Montreal 
continue the walkout they began 
unexpectedly Friday. 

in Victoria, a B.C. Telephone Co. 
spokesman said the Bell operators 
were necessary for completion of 
calls placed from the West Coast, 
and that management personnel 
at Montreal would probably only 
be able to shoulder part of the 
normal load. 

“At the best of times, Christmas 
is a very busy day for long distance 
calls," he said. “Something like 
this would just compound the situ¬ 
ation." 

Even without a strike, there Is 
usually an overload of overseas 
calls at Christmas. The spokes¬ 


man said customers were advised 
to make their calls at other times 
during the holiday season, avoid¬ 
ing Christmas Day if possible. 

Teleglobe, a crown corporation 
.set up to provide overseas phone 
service from Canada through use 
of satellites, still can't function 
properly without the assistance 
of the ^11 operators, according to 
B.C. Tel. 

While the walkout was not sanc¬ 
tioned. the spokesman understood < 
the operators would be in a legal 
strike position by Christmas Eve. 
But there was some hope, he 
said, that the problem would be 
resolved before then. 

The action brought an abrupt 
halt to llth-hour talks aimed at 
heading off a full Christmas 
strike. 

Union spokesman Roberi Bou¬ 


chard said the walkout was sponta¬ 
neous. 

Their union, the Communica¬ 
tions Workers of Canada, was urg¬ 
ing the operators to return to work 
immediately. 

Union and Bell negotiators had 
been meeting since early Thurs¬ 
day to discuss the report of federal 
conciliator Holland Tremblay, and 
both sides had reported “slow 
progress." 

Bell walked out of the talks 
when the work stoppage began at 
about 3:30 p.m. E^, but utility 
spokesman Pierre Marlon said 
Bell would be willing to return 
once the illegal walkout stopped. 

“Obviously we can’t bargain 
with a union as long as Iks mem¬ 
bers are resorting to Illegal activi¬ 
ties,” he said. “This certainly is 
delaying the process." 


Bouchard said the walkout was 
being used by the company as a 
pretext to withdraw from the 
talks. 

Union members across the Bell 
system In Quebec and Ontario 
staged illegal strikes earlier this 
month. Bell subsequently obtained 
a ruling from the Canadian Labor 
Relations Board ordering an end to 
all illegal actions by the opera¬ 
tors. 

The union predicted a strike ear¬ 
lier this month before Tremblay 
released his report, saying that 
Bell had shown itself intransigent 
on most disputed points. 

But the conciliation effort 
backed a number of union de¬ 
mands and called for substantial 
wage increases to restore buying 
power the operators have lost dur¬ 
ing the last few years.

Trident force 
wins reprieve 


No immediate layoffs and 
promises of outside work 
were llth-hour welcome bits 
of news for the 110-member 
workforce at Trident Air¬ 
craft Ltd. on Friday. 

Company president, chair¬ 
man and chief shareholder 
; .Man Eyre informed the .staff 
that he expects them all to be 
.Itaek on the job Jan. 3 after a 
■‘Christmas holiday that 
begins today. The other news 
was that official word had 
iH’cn received from Ottawa 
•that Trident has been grant¬ 
ed government approval to 
manufacture parts for other 
non-military aircraft. 

Eyre, in an interview from 
Vancouver, said he and 
other directors of Trident 
were .still attempting to ob 
lain federal funds to get the 
Trigull amphibian plane into 
production at Pat Bay Air¬ 
port. 

Employees had been 
warned prior to Friday's an¬ 
nouncement that the plant 
' was to be closed on Dec. 31. 
" rhe federal government re¬ 
cently turned down requests 
for$l million, and company 
officials have been staling 
•llhal the end was near. 

. Derrick Lock, Trident 
Idirector of material, said 
'that the official word from 
tutawa about the parts-inan- 
ufticture certification Irig- 
giTed a quick respon.se from 
McDonnell-Douglas Corp., a 
major U.S. plane builder. It 
said that it could provide 
between $1 million and $1.3 


million worth of work for up 
to 10 years. 

Such a contract, however, 
would require assurances 
that the company would be 
established on a permanent 
basis. 

Lock also added that the 
director of the Boeing Co.’s 
fabricating department will 
visit the plant Jan. 7 to look 
over prospects for other 
parts manufacturing. Cana¬ 
dian military personnel are 


also slated as visitors on Jan. 
11 . 

The awarding of federal 
certification makes Trident 
the only aircraft manufac¬ 
turing plant west of Toronto 
that has such a designation. 
Trident says. 

The employees, who 
staged a public meeting in 
Sidney Thursday night seek¬ 
ing support, held open house 
at the assembly hangar Fri¬ 
day afternoon.

Tourism and Small 
Business Development Min¬ 
ister Don Phillips asking the 
government's “urgent con¬ 
sideration to save Trident 
and avoid a Black Friday for 
a highly promising B.C. en¬ 
terprise." 

“Black Friday” referred 


to the 1959 production can¬ 
cellation of the interceptor 
Arrow by the administration 
of John Diefenbaker, Rangel 
said. 

Rangel said he hoped the 
federal government would 
renew its support for the 
company if the province 
shows "good faith.”

Perspectives 


By J.A. DAVIDSON 


In the Christmas story as it is given in Luke's Gospel, the 
shepherds who had been watching their flocks by night are 
surprised to hear the angel announcing the birth of the 
Saviour. They say to one another, “Let us now go even unto 
Bethlehem, and see this thing which has come to pass 
which the Lord hath made known to us.” That is how it 
is given in the King James version. 

A few years ago a classical scholar in England, Dr. E. V. 
Rieu, made a translation of the four Gospels for Penguin 
Books in which he rendered that familiar verse in this 
way: "Let us go over now to Bethlehem and see this mar¬ 
vel of which the Lord has given us the news.” "This 
marvel”: that points up a shade of meaning that is not 
immediately apparent in the more familiar, “this thing 
which has come to pass.” 

We are such a sophisticated, matter-of-fact genera¬ 
tion that we haven’t much time for niiarvels—unless 
they come from laboratories or from big factories and 
have many wonderful features which last year’s rath¬ 
er primitive models didn’t have. The Christian faith 
today, by and large, suffers from a deficiency in sense of 
marvel, in wonder, in amazement—and we do need to 
reminded that marvel and wonder and amazement are 
essential ingredients of faith. 

'The marvel that is Christmas is what Christian theol¬ 
ogy calls “the Incarnation.” “incarnation” means, liter¬ 
ally, “en-fleshment,“ and in Christian usage it designates 
God’s coming into our history in a special way in the 
person of Jesus. As John’s Gospel gives it, “The Word 
—and the Word was God—was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, full of grace and truth.” That Is the marvel of 
Christmas; that is the marvel on which the Christian 
religion is built. 

But Christian thinkers through the centuries have not 
baan able to come up with a tidy explanation of the In- 
CdTtiation. The "proof” of the Incarnation is not found 
in intellectual speculation; the “proof” is in Christian 
tpiperience, in awareness of the reality and the love of 
God in Jesus Christ. 

t Christians, of course, must bring their minds to bear on 
the experiences of faith: faith does not ask us to put on 
inteliectual blinders. We get our “proof” of the Incarna¬ 
tion, our assurance of the authenticity of the marvel of 
Oiristmas, when we do as the shepherds did, when we 
Cbme before Jesus Christ in awe and adoration. Then the 
mystery of it dissolves, then the marvel is lighted for us. 

The mystery of the Incarnation is resoived for us as 
we walk the way of faith. We do not come to easy answers 
or pat explanations—but we do come to awareness of the 
reality of the Incarnation. The late William Barclay, a 
Scottish New Testament scholar, put the matter In this way: 
“The mode of the Incarnation may be a dark mystery; the 
fact of the Incarnation is a blazing certainty.” 

“Let us go over now to Bethlehem and see this mar¬ 
vel of which the Lord has given us the news.”

TORONTO (CP) — CBC 
teteviaion has rescheduled 
one documentary on the 
Avro Arrow and Is consider¬ 
ing delaying another series 
to be f^r In its coverage 
during the federal election, 
the network’s news director 
says. 

Mike Daigneault, director 
of television news and cur¬ 
rent affairs, said Friday It is 
CBC policy to review all pro¬ 
grams to be shown during an 
election. 


The rescheduled documen¬ 
tary, There Never Was An 
Arrow^eals with the con¬ 
troversial cancellation of the 
AvraArrow fighter plane in 
1959 by the Progressive Con¬ 
servative government of the 
iate John Diefenbaker. 1 
“Like any news organiza¬ 
tion, we have to be scrupu¬ 
lously fair with coverage 
during an election,” Daig¬ 
neault .said. “And the Arrow 


Is by necessity a political 
story." 

In the documentary, some 
prominent politicians of the 
day are seen, but the pro¬ 
gram deals mostly with 
those Involved in the de¬ 
velopment of the plane. 

Although the Avro incident 
occurred more than' 20 years 
ago, Daigneault defends de¬ 
laying the program, to be 
shown March 2 instead of 


Jan. 6, because of two inter¬ 
esting coincidences. 

“One is that in 1959 we had 
our last Ckmservative gov¬ 
ernment. The other is that 
the Arrow has to do with the 
decision to buy new fighter 
aircraft — and guess what 
the Conservatives have to - 
decide on now?” 

No final decision has been 
made.

Garden Notes 


When we set up our Christmas tree 
earlier this week we were tom be¬ 
tween the desire to make it gay with 
our strings of lights and our guilt 
feelings over the use of precious en¬ 
ergy for purely ornamental and senti¬ 
mental reasons. 

In the end, we compromised by 
stringing up the lights, but turning 
them on for only a limited period of 
time. 

I think most folks know that the 
Christmas tree custom came to us 
from Germany where, for well over a 
thousand years, the villagers in the 
Black Forest country have teen de¬ 
corating fir trees to celebrate the birth 
of the Christ Child. 

It isn’t so generally known, though, 
that the Germans didn’t think up the 
idea for themselves; they were taught 
the rite of the Christmas tree by a 
humble British missionary. 

Brother Winfrid, known to us now 
as Saint Boniface, left his native De¬ 
vonshire In the year 718 on a hazardous 
mission of converting pagan Ger¬ 
many. 

He had considerable success at 
first — so much so, he was named the 
first bishop of Mainz — and he estab¬ 
lished a number of missions and 
abbeys throughout the Rhine Valley, 
some of which are still standing. 

The life of a missionary is full of 
disappointments, though, and on one 
cold winter’s day the good bishop 
made the sad discoveir that a con¬ 
siderable portion of his flock^ere 
backsliders! 

They had returned to a more tolbr- 
ful faith, a form of Druidism, in i rmch

they worshipped irggsdrasil, the Tree 
of Life, represented by a venerable 
ash tree seen in the German forest. 

Humble and self-effacing as he 
was, Winfrid was no man to see his 
life’s work brought to nothing by a 
common forest tree, so he gathered his 
remaining converts together and sal¬ 
lied forth to find and cut down the 
sacred tree. According to legend. It 
was Bishop Winfrid himself who 
struck the final blow that brought the 
great ash tree crashing to the earth. 

The Devon missionary was a wise 
man, though, and he knew very well 
that no religious movement can be 
suppressed by force alone — it merely 
goes underground. 

The fact that the important Druid 
celebration fell on the winter solstice 
— the shortest day of the year — gave 
him an idea; this was in the Christmas 
season, so he would divert the cult of 
tree worship to Christian ends, and so 
he taught the erring congregation to 
decorate a fir tree in celebration of the 
birth of Christ. 

Eventually, Winfrid was beheaded 
by the pagans, and for his martyrdom 
he was .canonized as Saint Boniface. 

His idea lived on, though, spreading 
throughout Germany, and many years 
later, Martin Luther was credited with 
bringing the Christmas tree indoors 
and introducing lighted candles as 
part of the celebration. 

The Christmas tree remained a 
purely German custom until the reign 
of Queen Victoria, and it was her 
German-bom consort. Prince Albert, 
who introduced it to the English- 
speaking world. 


Remembering the Christmas ce¬ 
lebrations in his native Hanover, he 
had a small tree set up in the palace 
for the royal children every year, and 
even added a few licks of his own — 
tinsel and bangles and colored glass 
ornaments made by the glass blowers 
of Germany. 

Albert was not very popular with 
the British public at first — on general 
principles, they distrusted all 
foreigners — and of course, as the 
queen’s consort, he had no real author¬ 
ity at ail. 

But like our own Prince Philip, he 
was a man of great personal charm 
and character, and came eventually to 
exercise considerable influence in 
public affairs, even to the extent of 
averting war with the United States 
over the Trent affair in 1861 . 

And so it was, when the London city 
fathers were planning a giant trade 
fair and exhibition — what you might 
call an Expo ’51 — Prince Albert 
talked them into setting up an enor¬ 
mous Christmas tree in the heart of 
the city. 

A huge fir was imported from Nor¬ 
way — and incidentally, Norway has 
presented the city of London with a 
giant Christmas tree every year since 
that occasion. 

The decorated tree in Trafalgar 
Square made a striking impression, 
and thousands of visitors to the great 
international trade fair saw it and took 
the idea home with them. 

From that time on. Brother Win- 
frid’s Christmas tree has played a key 
role in our Christmas festivities — 
with or without electric lights!

I am always gratified 
when some prestigious psy¬ 
chological study verifies 
what 1 already knew, like if 
you keep a rat from getting 
something it wants it will 
become frustrated. 

More things we already 
knew are te“ing proved true 
by psychologists today than 
ever before, because there 
are more psychologists than 
ever before, and they have 
time on their hands, and 
loose money in the form of 
grants. 

In previous eras people 
looked to novelists, poets and - 
troubadors to tell what 
human nature was like, and 
they did a fairly good job. 
There is almost nothing 
knowp about human nature 
that can’t be found encapsu¬ 
lated in Shakespeare, and 
usually very well put. But 
ever since Sigmund Freud 
made psychology popular, 
this function has bmn taken 
over by psychologists. Not 
long ago someone observed 
that there are more engi¬ 
neers living today than lived 
in all the previous centuries 
combined. ’That is stagger¬ 
ing; but it’s even more so 
when you think that there 
are probably also more psy¬ 
chologists today than in all 
the previous centuries com¬ 
bing. 

Now, according to a story 
in the paper, two psycholo¬ 
gists up at Stanford have 
found out that our minds can 
not be controlled by some 
insidious technology, but can 
be by everyday social pres¬ 
sures and alliances. They 
made their study for the Of¬ 
fice of Naval Research. Evi¬ 
dently the navy wants to be 


able to control people’s 
minds, and I suppose they 
arc disappointed by the 
team’s finding that “exqui¬ 
site torture devices, electro¬ 
shock therapy, mind-alter¬ 
ing drugs, hypnosis and 
sensory deprivation have 
been used to get targeted 
persons to do the bidding of 
various agents and agencies , 
of control. . .But they are not 
adequate for the task of reli¬ 
ably directing behavior 
through specific scenarios 
as designated by would-be 
manipulators." 

On the contrary, they said, 
■’effective mind control 
exists in the most mundane 
aspects of human existence: 
the inner pressures to be 
bonded to other peopie, the 
power of group norms to in¬ 
fluence behavior, and the 
force of social rewards such 
as smiles, praise, a gentle 
touch." 

I don’t know how the Stan¬ 
ford team found that out in a 
laboratory, but they could 
easily have found it out in my 
Aunt Amanda’s boarding 
house in Long Beach (Calif.) 
back in the Great Depres¬ 
sion. I used to visit Aunt 
Mandy on Sundays with my 
father and mother, and these 
might have teen tedious oc¬ 
casions, except that my aunt 
and her boarders were a col¬ 
lection of opinionated survi¬ 
vors, sorely abused by life, 
but hanging on with a kind of 
tattered esprit, like those 
wretched Legionnaires in 
Creok, sustained by their 
prejudices and their faith in 
Amos ’n’ Andy, Sears Roe¬ 
buck and Th^ore Roose¬ 
velt.

Keable wins 
police spy 

probe right 

MONTREAL (CP) — The Keable inquiry into police 
wrongdoing in Quebec won a decisive court victory Fri¬ 
day that will allow It to porsue a wide-ranging investi¬ 
gation of police informers and agents provocateurs in 
the terrorist Front de Liberation du Quebec in the early 
1970s. 

THE CHIEF JUSTICE OF Quebec Superior Court, in a 
toughly-worded ruling, warned that granting Montreal po¬ 
lice officers immunity from the government-ordered inquiry 
would be the first step towards creating a “state within a 
state.” 

Mr. Justice Jules Deschcncs firmly rejected police argu¬ 
ments that policemen were only answerable before the 
criminal law, the courts and their superiors—not the Quebec 
justice department or commi.ssioner Jean Keable. 

This was a touchstone in his decision to deny the po¬ 
lice department’s petition for a court order deciaring 
the inquiry unconstitutional — or, at least, preventing it 
from seeking evidence about police inform,ers — and dis¬ 
missing Keable as commissioner. 

THE CASE AROSE Nov. 27, when Keable publicly den¬ 
ounced an alleged police informer, Francois Seguin, then 
attempted to force a Montreai anti-terrorist officer, Det.- 
.Sgt. Emile Bisaillon,- to testify about his relations with 
Seguin.

While Christmas is the time 
for good cheer the experts know it 
is also prime time for frustration 
and depression. 

.So if your baby or lOddier is 
driving you crazy you'll be pleased 
to know there are places of refuge 
for you before you reach the crisis 
stage. 

They are a novel idea, loosely 
called new parent discussion 
groups. 

Eventually, the groups could 
have a neighborhood network 
which would ensure that no new 
mom would have nowhere to go for . 
help. 

The need is "horrendous" to 
quote one young mom who is part 
of the discussion group which 
meets each Wednesday morning 
using facilities of the Metropolitan 
United Church on Quadra. 

"The emphasis is on pre-natal 
and ante natal help and then they 
drop you leaving you literally 
holding the baby," she said. 

.She is one of about 50 Victoria 
area young mothers who meet to 
try to become better at their 
often bewildering, sometimes 
awesome, frequently rewarding 
and always demanding new role in 
life. 

Under the auspices of the B.C. 
Council for the Family, Capital 
Region Branch, and in co-opera¬ 
tion with the Ministry of Human 
Resources parental encourage¬ 
ment program, there are three 
groups catering for single parents. 


teen-age parents and any mom 
whose youngest child Is under 
three years. 

Five paid discussion groups 
leaders provide the catalyst for 
shared experiences and growth in 
each group. 

Their pay is only a token 
amount and come April there 
might be nothing in the kitty for 
them at all. 

The B.C. council is hoping to 
find funds for the discussion group 
concept which it feels Is filling a 
vital vacuum in this modern, tran¬ 
sient .society. 

Early efforts by educated, 
professional women and others to 
start such groups collapsed after 
almost three years of frustration 
and financial refusals from the 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments. 

The idea seemed destined to 
die but Bernice Levitz Packford, 
first vice president of the council’s 
capital region, and head of the 
parental encouragement program 
in the ministry, wouldn’t let that 
happen and further meetings of 
interested people were organized. 

With an anonymous donation 
of $1,000 and a further $1,000 from 
the Leon and Thea Koemer Foun¬ 
dation. the first three groups were 
launched. 

But those meagre funds fall 
far short of the $57,000 the council 
estimates It will need for the new 
parent centres in 1980. 

The council will take over sole 
control of the groups because Miss 
Packford is due to retire in March 


and it is rumored her section of the 
ministry will close down. 

The president of the council’s 
capital region branch, Jo Dixon, 
said the financial need is desper¬ 
ate and her organization has ap¬ 
proached agencies and founda¬ 
tions for help. 

This week, the council heard 
that the Vancouver Foundation 
had agreed to give $12,000 for the 
salary of a part-time discussion 
group co-ordinator and Mrs. Dixon 
said this was “great.” 

“The women have been doing 
this work for peanuts and it's 
largely been volunteer efforts so 
far,” she added. 

Luckily churches have helped 
to keep costs down and have pro¬ 
vided existing groups with free 
use of buildings and facilities and 
also arranged Volunteer babysit¬ 
ters to care for the new mothers' 
children. 

The moms sip tea and coffee 
as they discuss child-rearing prob¬ 
lems and rewards while their chil¬ 
dren play in well-equipped nur¬ 
series nearby. 

There is a shortage of volun¬ 
teer babysitters but the groups 
survive, 

A typical recent weekly dis¬ 
cussion at Quadra began with light 
refreshments and a film entitled 
Child Behavior-You, an animated 
cartoon designed to show that 
every adult in a child's life has a 
powerful influence on him. 

"The kind of adult your child 
grows up to be depends on you,”

was the chilling reality conveyed 
to the mothers. 

The small group of about 10 
moms then discussed the film and 
the deep-thinking it had prompt¬ 
ed. 

One mother does not like the 
idea of rewards for good behavior 
but could not think of an alterna¬ 
tive so others in the group shared 
their experiences. 

That mom a)so said she did not 
feel natural and at ease doing what 
the book told her she should be 
doing to raise her child the “right 
way”. This approach left her feel¬ 
ing as if she was part of a studied 
attempt to manipulate her child's 
behavior. 

But the group came to her 
rescue with such remarks as, "I 
don't think that is manipulating. I 
call it teaching,” from a mom who 
confessed to being an avid read¬ 
er. 

Some mothers admitted they 
had felt “strange and uncomfort¬ 
able” with their new hahy and 
would have been lost without the 
group. 

"You think you are the only 
one in the world getting up at 5 
a.m. to a crying baby until you 
come to the group. 

“It is nice to know somebody 
else has to do the same thing 
you're going through,” said one 
young mother. 

There was discussion of a 
power struggle between two 
strong personalities—an 18- 
month-old boy and his mother. 

Ideas flowed freely although 


there was not always unanimity on 
methods or ohjeetives. 

The mothers agreed, however, 
that they all wanted to bring up 
healthy, happy, well-adjusted chil¬ 
dren and there was some support 
for a friendly shot from one young 
mom at this male reporter with 
"lam waiting for the day when the 
men have the babies.” 

It was too much for the silent 
scribe and father of four boys aged 
eight and under. He pulled his 
chair into the circle and joined the 
discussion sharing experiences of 
frustration and joy which come 
through the family. 

Brenda Moysey and Claudia 
Hilton led that discussion group 
and later Mrs. Moysey, a regis¬ 
tered nurse, talked of the value of 
the discussion groups for the new 
mothers. 

Most had nowhere else to go 
for help on a regular and friendly 
basis because families were many 
miles away. 


“It's a mutual support group, 
a place to share ideas on parent¬ 
ing,” she explained. 

Although the idea is in its 
infancy, Mrs. Moysey said she 
averages two calls a week from 
mothers seeking help. If the 
groups expanded into a neigh¬ 
borhood network as planned, she 
was sure the interest would ex¬ 
pand, too. 

The next group is scheduled 
for the Gorge Road area. The idea 
is that the group discussion lead¬ 
ers will train volunteers to take 
their place before they open new 
groups elsewhere. 

The discussion groups are 
nearing the crunch in their de¬ 
velopment and without financial 
help their future is clouded. 

They offer help and hope and 
even a communal babysitting ar¬ 
rangement which aliows mom to 
take a break with the help of her 
friends.

lets for older children as well, and the second edition 
will be printed in sufficient numbers to encourage wider 
use of the passport for existing, as well as new members 
of families. 

In spite of their expensive look, the passports cost 
only 35 cents each to produce in quantity, Chazottes 
says. The high-quality printing should make the booklet 
more attractive and give it wider use, he says. . 

Victoria pediatrician Dr. Jim Popkins, who helped 
design a similar health passport used in the Capital Re¬ 
gion in the past, says the main idea behind such docu¬ 
ments is to make the parent responsible for keeping rec¬ 
ords on their children. 

"They shouldn't depend on the hospital, which 
throws records out after seven or eight years, or on the 
doctor who may retire and put the records in his 
attic.” 

The booklet produced by the Capital Region was the 
first in B.C., but the passports have been used else¬ 
where before. Quebec uses them extensively, and in 
France the booklets are given out even before the 
child is bom, so that pre-natal records can be kept as 
well. 

Popkins notes that some tests and treatments given 
to newborns carry risks to which a health passport can 
alert a physician later in the child's development. 

For instance, high concentrations of oxygen used 
on the infant at birth carry the risk of an eye disorder 
later in life, and some antibiotics can cause partial 
hearing loss. A health passport which includes such 
information can alert a physician to order eye or ear 
examinations to insure that the problems have not 
occurred, or to take remedial action if they have. 

A second health ministry best-seller is aimed at ex¬ 
pectant parents. Titled Baby's Best Chance, A Perina¬ 
tal Manual for Parents, the 124-page book took three 
years to produce and involved the B.C. Medical Associa¬ 
tion, University of B.C. medical school staff, community 
health workers, health ministry staff and others. 

The booklet is a comprehensive, but understandable 
introduction for parents to the roles of various health 
professionals and institutions in pregnancy, human 
reproduction, genetics, emotional and physical changes 
during pregnancy, sexual relations before and after, the 
effects of work,, smoking, drugs, alcohol, illness, tra¬ 
vel, and hygiene on the baby, the treatment the mother 
will receive during pregnancy, the stages of labor, 
the reaction of other members of the family to the new 
child, and caring for the newborn baby. 

The book not only prepares new parents, but em- 

E hasizes a major new thrust in health care—preventing 
andicaps, retardation and other congenital defects by 
encouraging expectant mothers and fathers to elimi¬ 
nate risk factors, such as smoking, alcohol. and other 
drugs, Chazottes says. 

“The idea, as the title says, is to improve the 
baby's chances of good health.” 

Requests for copies of the book have come in from 
all over North America, Chazottes says. The book is 
available to prospective parents at regional health 
units, or by sending $3 to the health information branch 
of the health ministry at 1515 Blanshard St., Victoria.

Every child should have a passport, the B.C. Health 
ministry believes. 

By that the government means a health passport, a 
document which records all the pertinent data sur¬ 
rounding a child's early health history, to act as a guide 
to physicians, public health nurses and others in offer¬ 
ing care for the child at a later date. 

Such records tend to be haphazard, and often are 
hidden In baby books amid pictures, stories and poetry, 
which not all mothers take along every time they take 
their child to the doctor. 

A first version of such a passport, an impressive 
document with a not-coincidental resemblance to a real 
passport—hard cover, gold embossing, and parchment 


pages—was produced by the health ministry for the 
Year of the Family and Child, and proved to be a 
runaway best seller. The 30,000 copies were all gone by 
September. 

A new edition of the passport, with references to the 
Year of the Child and Family deleted, will become a 
permanent service of the health ministry, the min¬ 
istry's health education and Information director, 
Maurice Chazottes, said this week. 

It includes basic information about the child's 
birth, an early health record, developmental mile¬ 
stones, a growth chart, checks for dental, mental 
hearing, speech, nutrition and vision development, im¬ 
munizations, allergies, and hospitalization records. 

While the first edition was meant only for children 
bom during the Year of the Child and Family, the de¬ 
mand indicated that many people were using the book¬

^Child’s year 
gives nudge 
to priorities

FREDERICTON — There was nothing spec¬ 
tacular about the International Year of the Child in 
Canada but it has quietly brought about a change in 
attitude towards children and nudged their needs 
higher on government priority lists. 

“I think Canadians right across the country 
have become more aware of children and their 
personalities — aware of children as persons,” says 
Judge Doris Ogilvle, chairman of the Canadian 
Commission for the International Year of the 
Child. 

"Before the year, we were all aware of the 
plight of children in the Third World and they are 
still the prime concern .. . but the greatest awaken¬ 
ing has been in industrialized countries where 
children were always thought so fortunate, we 
didn't really have to stop and see how change was 
affecting them and our attitude towards them.” 

Mrs. Ogilvie, a family court judge for the last 15 
years, said Canadian children will get more atten- 
tidh from governments, the legal profession, city 
planners and architects because of the Year of the 
Child. 

She said the year focused attention on what 
children need in apartment buildings, at play¬ 
grounds and during divorce and custody battles. 
Lawyers will have to be taught how to represent 
children before the courts and architects will have 
to design more housing complexe»and apartments 
with specific play areas for children. 

Mrs. Ogilvie said there must be more parent 
education programs to help adults cope with acce¬ 
lerating changes in society and the new demands of 
child rearing. 

"Certainly if we are to do anything for children, 
we must do it through their parents,” she said. 

Increased mohility in Canada has moved the 
nuclear family away from grandparents, aunts and 
uncles, forcing responsibility for the child complete¬ 
ly onto the parents, Mrs. Ogilvie said. 

■Because of the isolation of families, especially 
single parent families, she said children rely in¬ 
creasingly upon other children and they are under 
more pressure from their peer group, the only 
generation they know. 

Mankind owes to the child the best it has to give 
and this is particularly true of governments, Mrs. 
Ogilvie said. 

She said Canadian governments will put the 
needs of children at the top of priority lists because 
the international year has demonstrated a huge 
groundswell of support for youngsters.

weight to become a better 
runner unless you are now 
overweight. I can't tell if you 
are. because you don't give 
me your height. Your 128 
puund.s is fine if you are 
about 5 feet. 6 inches tall. 

If you are shorter, then the 
correct approach is to keep 
an accurate record of how 
man)' calorics you are taking 
in daily. You will have to buy 
a calorie counter to see if you 
are getting too many. 

After you figure that out, 
you can cut down your Intake 
a bit. 

You mention metabolism 

— a nice-sounding word. 
Thai's how the body uses the 
energy it gels from the food 
we eat. That's controlled by 
glands, and you wouldn't 
w ant to tinker with the pro¬ 
cess. The best "speeder” of 
metabolism is in doing ex¬ 
actly what you are doing now 

— exercising. If you con¬ 
tinue that and satisfy your 
natural hunger, you will not 
need to worry about getting 
fat or, for that matter about 
losing any weight you need to 
lo.se. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: What is 
leukopenia? 1 know it has to 
do with w hite blood cells, but 
that’s about it. — Mrs. E.C. 

It means a deficiency of 
leukocytes (white blood 
cells). 

If the body can be said to 
be in continual warfare 
against germs, leukocytes 
can be called its "foot sol¬ 
diers." They stand ready to 
leave the bloodstream to do 
battle any place in the body. 
Pus is an accumulation of 
white blood cells. 

An abnormally low num¬ 
ber of white blood cells is 
called leukopenia, and the 
causes for this are many. 

Some blood diseases are 
signaled by a drop in the 
white blood cell count. Cer¬ 
tain drugs can cause a drop, 
as meprobamate, phenylbu¬ 
tazone. sulfa. Rare infec¬ 
tions, like typhoid fever 
cause leukopenia. 

Many harmless conditions 
can cause a decrease in 
white blood cells. Some peo¬ 


ple have periodic ups and 
downs for no particular rea¬ 
son. 

The while cell count must 
fall to very low levels before 
a person is in danger of los¬ 
ing protection against infec¬ 
tion. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Please 
send me some information 
on flat feet. Our baby is 16 
months old and we would like 
to help her as best we can. 
What can be done for her at 
this early date? — Mrs. 
E.G. 

I wonder if anything need 
to be done. 

In the infantjust beginning 
to walk the fat pads on the 
insides of the feet are quite 
thick. This gives the appear¬ 
ance of flat feet. 

When the child reaches the 
age of stable weight-bearing 
and walking, the feet can b** 
properly evaluated. Some¬ 
times the arch of the foot 
may be lax but the foot bones 
are in perfect alignment. 
This usually requires no 
treatment. 

If the arch is lost and the 
heel is bent outward treat¬ 
ment is needed. There are 
exercises to stretch the ten¬ 
don at the heel. Arch pads 
also help. Only rarely is sur¬ 
gery needed. Your family 
doctor or pediatrician can 
best evaluate your child’s 
foot problem or lack of one. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Could 
you please tell me why a 
I3-year-old boy would have a 
black tongue? — Mrs. E.N. 

Black tongue is quite often 
due to lengthening of the 
taste buds (papillae) on the 
tongues outer surface. The 
tongue may also appear 
blackened after extensive 
use of antibiotics, which 
may permit certain harm¬ 
less fungi to grow there. It 
usually is of no significance 
and indicates no underlying 
illness. 

Brushing the tongue gently 
with a soft-bristled tooth¬ 
brush might help. The condi¬ 
tion is often chronic. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: During 
my pregnancy I had elevated 
blood sugar. Was this dia- 
betes, and docs it leave after 
pregnancy? Later tests 
showed normal blood sugar. 
— Mrs. J.E. 

Diabetes (high blood 
.sugar) can appear during 
pregnancy. It usually leaves 
afterward, but the woman 
should be checked for it at 
intervals thereafter. Adult 
diabetes frequently appears 
with any weight gain.

North airGelds on hold pending vote

The defeat last week of 
the minority Conserva¬ 
tive government wiil 
mean an untimely delay 
in a federal government 
program to build airfields 
in Canada’s North. 

The program, part of the 
late John Diefenbaker’s 
Roads to Resources project, 
is a joint venture of the 
defence and transport de¬ 
partments. 

Under an agreement be¬ 
tween the two departments, 
DND undertook the con¬ 
struction of airstrips at 
Pangntrtung, Whale Cove, 
Eskimo Point, Cape Dorset. 
Pond Inlet and Spence Bay. 

The Spence Bay airstrip in 
the North West Territories 
was officially handed over to 
the transport ministry in a 
ceremony earlier this year 
when Defence Minister 
Allan McKinnon was on a 
northern tog^ 

Canada’s armed forces 
have had a presence in the 
north since 1898. Then the 
Yukon Field Force, made up 
of 203 regulars and volun¬ 
teers, was shipped to Daw¬ 
son to assist the North West 
Mounted Police when the 
government feared lawless¬ 
ness and disorder might 
spread from Alaska to the 
Yukon, during the Klondike 
gold rush. 

In recent years the Cana¬ 
dian Forces' presence has 
been more of a permanent 
nature. Building bridges 
over Arctic streams along 
the Dempster highway, es¬ 
tablishing survival cairns 
along hunting routes and 
flight paths, as well as con¬ 
structing airfields. 

Work on the Pangnirtung 
airstrip started in 1970 and 
was completed two years 
later. Whale Cove. Cape 
Dorset and Eskimo Point 
were finished in 1977 and 
Pond Inlet was handed over 
to MoT in 1978. 

Originally the fields were 
to be 3.300 feet long and 100 
feet wide capable of han¬ 
dling a Dakota aircraft. 
Later, it was decided to in¬ 
crease size of the airfields to 
1.100 feet and make them 300 
feet to be able to accommo¬ 
date Hercules aircraft. 

All of the airfields have 
been designed to make Arc¬ 
tic regions more accessible 
year round and to improve 
medical, educational and 
other services in the vast 
north country. 

Although Canadian 
Forces’ engineers developed 
some skills in building north¬ 
ern airfields, much of it was 
learning on the job. No two 
projects were the same. 
I’roblems with perma-frost, 
muskeg and covering peat 
were expected but lake 
drainage, immovable nine- 
ton rocks, and constant 
equipment breakdown with 
consequent long delays were 
not. 

Each of the six projects 
was located in an area of 
different topography and 
geological origin which pre- 
.senled its own local prob¬ 
lems. 

A vital link in any Arctic 
operation is air support. Al- 
ihough a sea-lift was pos-

At one time three fields 
were under construction si¬ 
multaneously and aircraft 
were called on to transport 
250,000 pounds of materials, 
passengers and rations dur¬ 
ing a four-month period.

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Citizens ask Saanich nod in Minnie appeal 


The Cadboro Bay Resi¬ 
dents Association is asking 
Saanich to support an appeal 
to the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada on the Minnie Mountain 
Housing development. 

The request, in a letter 
received by Saanich on Fri¬ 
day, will be considered by 
council next month. 

It asks council to support 
the association’s bid to re¬ 
verse the recent B.C. Court 
of Appeal decision which 
overturned a B.C. Supreme 
Court ruling that had 
blacked a land-use bylaw for 
the 70-acre residential de¬ 
velopment. 

A hearing on the associa¬ 


tion’s application for leave 
to appeal the court of appeal 
decisision will be held in Ot¬ 
tawa early next year. 

The.essential question be¬ 
fore council is whether it is 
fair, just and equitable that 
the legislation should stand 
as one of the governing 
bylaws of Saanich, the asso¬ 
ciation letter says. 

“We feel there is a solemn 
duty of council to not only act 
fairly and impartially but 
also ensure it is manifestly 
clear at all times that council 
is seen to be acting fairly and 
impartially. 

“We arc certain you will 
agree the appearance of im¬ 


partiality was lost because 
of the involvement of Pearl- 
man and Lindholm and (for¬ 
mer) Aid. David Paterson 
with the developer. Broad- 
mead F'arms Ltd. 

“We stress and repeat that 
we are not oppo.sed to the 
development of Minnie 
Mountain within the single¬ 
family zoning,” the letter 
states. 

The association won a su¬ 
preme court appeal against 
the bylaw last December 
when Mr. Justice William 
Trainor ruled there was a 
conflict of interest on the 
part of Paterson. 

Paterson, who voted in 


favor of the bylaw, is office 
manager for Pearlman and 
Lindholm, the legal firm 
handling some of Ganich’s 
business when the vote was 
taken. The law firm ended 
Its association with the 
municipality early this 
year. 

Residents opposed the 


bylaw because they believed 
the mixed housing develo- 
ment at Ten Mile Point 
would be detrimental to the 
neighborhood. 

“We are appalled that the 
bylaw could still stand de¬ 
spite the finding of a conflict 
’of interest by both B.C. 


courts, the association says 
in its letter to council. 

They ask that “Saanich 
join with us in supporting 
further action to overturn 
the bylaw." \

The constitutionality of 
Canada’s 200-mile fishing 
limit was challenged in 
B.C. Supreme Court in 
Victoria on Friday. 


delays ruling in sea limit constitutional test 


Mary Jane Dodge, counsel 
for the attorney-general of 
Canada, said Canada has not 
signed the Geneva high seas 
convention. She also said the 
territoriai seas convention 
hadn't been signed by Can¬ 


ada, but Higinbotham said it 
had. 

She said the application 
for a writ of prohibition was 
inappropriate, and the ac¬ 
tion shouid be by appeai. 
Judge Smith exercised his 


jurisdiction and it was not 
open for Justice Meredith to 
act as an appeiiate tribunai, 
she said. 

If she was wrong on that 
point, she said, there was a 
constitutional issue and she 


argued that Canada does 
have the right to extend its 
iegisiative Jurisdiction as it 
did in the ^astal Fisheries 
Protection Act. 

When Meredith asked if 
Canada can unilateraiiy take 


over the oceans, she said 
Canada couid, and domestic 
courts are bound to foliow 
the legisiation if it is clear 
and unambiguous even if it is 
in conflict with intemationai 
law. 


Quoting previous legal de¬ 
cisions, she said domestic 
law must prevail and nation¬ 
al sovereignty is not subject 
to international so¬ 
vereignty. 


But she said her major 
point is that the law in ques¬ 
tion is constitutionaiiy valid, 
is clear and unambiguous, 
and must be applied by the 
courts. 


After a day of legal ar¬ 
gument, Mr. Justice Ken¬ 
neth Meredith reserved his 
decision. No indication was 
given when judgment will he 
delivered. 

The challenge arose from 
the arrest of 11 American 
tuna fishermen last sum¬ 
mer. Their provincial court 
trial in Vancouver has been 
stalled pending the Supreme 
Court decision. 

Victoria lawyer Robert Hi¬ 
ginbotham, assisted by Alan 
Milne, repre.senting Wallace 
Edward Gordon of San 
Diego, skipper of the Proud 
Mary, one of the 11 Ameri¬ 
can boats, said the 200-mile 
limit declared in 1977 was 
l)eyond the power of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

But even if Parliament 
did have the authority, it 
did not exercise it sufficient¬ 
ly, he said. 

Higinbotham said the ter¬ 
ritorial .sea of Canada is 12 
miles from land and the fish¬ 
ing zone is 200 miles out. The 
Americans were beyond the 
12-mile limit, and he argued 
that the fishing occurr^ on 
the high seas. 

He said the Geneva Con¬ 
vention on the High Seas, in a 
declaratory opinion, said the 
term high seas includes all 
seas which arc not territo¬ 
rial; no state may subject 
any part of them to its so¬ 
vereignty; and there was 
freedom of navigation and 
freedom of fishing. 

Canada had violated in¬ 
ternational law by passing 
the Coastal Fisheries Pro¬ 
tection Act. What had hap¬ 
pened. he said, was really a 
dispute between Canada and 
the United States, and should 
be heard by the internation¬ 
al court at The Hague in 
the Netherlands. 

If Parliament did have the 
authority to pass the legisla¬ 
tion, under which the 200- 
mile limit regulation was 
passed, he argued that the 
provincial court has no juris¬ 
diction to try the offence. 

He asked Meredith to issue 
an order prohibiting provin¬ 
cial court Judge Kerry 
Smith, or any other judge, 
from holding a trial of the II 
American tuna fishermen. 


‘Careless’ 

workers 

faulted 

VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
British Columbia Railway 
manager blamed rail work¬ 
ers' carelessness for a “de¬ 
plorable" accident rate on 
the government-owned line 
as a strike went into its 
fourth day Friday. 

Al Shannon, operations 
and maintenance manager, 
said the Council of Railway 
Unions, representing 2,200 
striking employees, has 
raised the issue of safety in 
the dispute “just to provide 
another hurdle for every¬ 
body to try to jump over.” 

Union negotiators, who 
have reject^ company ef¬ 
forts to have crews on most 
trains reduced by eliminat¬ 
ing a second brakeman, have 
said steep gradients and 
turns in the mountainous 
B.C. terrain make it neces¬ 
sary for the current crew 
sizes to be maintained. 

The company says both 
Canadian National Railways 
and CP Rail have agree¬ 
ments with the United 
Transportation Union — 
which also represents B.C. 
Hail trainmen — allowing 
the reduction of crews.

MONTREAL (CP) — If 
the Quebec government held 
its referendum now asking 
for a mandate to negotiate 
.sovereignty-association with 
the rest of Canada. 41 per 
cent of Quebecers would 
vote yes and 31 per cent 
would vote no, a poll re¬ 
leased Friday indicates. 

But most feel the referen¬ 
dum would be defeated. 

And the poll, prepared for 
Radio-Canada, the French- 
language network of the 
CBC, shows that the number 
of undecided voters has in¬ 
creased significantly since a 
similar poll was taken last 
February—to 28 per cent 
from 18 per cent. 

In that poll—also prepared 
for Radio-Canada—51 per 
cent of the respondents said 
they would vote yes and 31 
per cent would vote no if the 
referendum question asks: 

“Will you give the Quebec 
government the mandate to 
negotiate sovereignty-asso¬ 
ciation with the rest of Can¬ 
ada?” 

The latest poll, based on 
random telephone inter¬ 
views with 928 people across 
Quebec, was conducted be¬ 
tween Nov. 23 and Dec. 3, 
before the Quebec govern¬ 
ment’s announcement of the 
refedJhdum question and the 
defeat of the Clark govern¬ 
ment.

So 
she put it in a garden urn and 
called the police.

U.S. Ambassador to the 
UN Donald McHenry said it 
“will be difficult” to muster 
the nine votes needed in the 
15-member Ouncil to im¬ 
pose the sanctions. 


In his brief address. 
Carter again stressed that he 
is trying to follow a (^aceful 
approach to resolving the 
crisis. He said he is using 
every legal avenue available 
to persuade Iran’s clerical 
junta to free the hostages. 

But, he said, “for a peace¬ 
ful resolution to be achiev^, 
it is now clear that concrete 
action must be taken by the 
international community.”

A-G defends Ritchie clearance

.Senior officials in the at¬ 
torney-general’s ministry 
refused to proceed with 
charges against an MLA 
earlier this week, but the 
Social Credit member. Bill 
Ritchie, remained under a 
cloud Friday as a contro¬ 
versy over'influence-ped¬ 
dling allegations refused to 
die. 

Ritchie had been accused 
of using his position on the 
B.C. Land Commission to 
swing support his way in 
first his bid for the Swial 
Credit nomination for Cen¬ 
tral Fraser Valley and sec¬ 
ondly to win the seat for the 
government. 


'That charge was made in a 
sworn affidavit signed by 
Henry Freisen of Clear- 
brook. The affidavit was fin¬ 
ally withdrawn by Freisen, 
but the RCMP in the area 
investigated the allega¬ 
tions. 

On Tuesday Neil McDiar- 
mid, associate deputy attor¬ 
ney-general for criminal jus¬ 
tice, announced that he had 
reviewed the evidence 
against Ritchie and had de¬ 
cided there was no cause to 
lay charges. 

On Thursday it was dis¬ 
closed that the RCMP and 
the crown counsel in Rit¬ 
chie’s riding thought there 
was enough evidence to war¬ 
rant a court hearing. 

Friday Attorney-General 
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Allan Williams said McDiar- 
mid and Deputy Attorney- 
General Richard Vogel had 
reviewed the RCMP and 
crown counsel findings, and 
had decided there was not 
enough evidence to provide a 
prlma facia case against 
Ritchie. 

McDiarmid said that after 
careful review he had decid¬ 
ed there was no case against 
Ritchie and that the investi¬ 
gation was closed, with Rit¬ 
chie cleared of all charges. 

Ritchie said he couldn’t 
understand the sequence of 
events. Under pressure to 
clear his name since last 
summer, the MLA said he 
felt tlfat had finally been 
done when McDiarmid: an- 

<■ '/ • 
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nounced publicly that no 
charges would be laid. . 

“This (latest develop¬ 
ment) appears to me to be a 
contravention of our system 
of justice,” Ritchie said. “1 
have always understood that 
when a person is not charged 
following an investigation of 
his conduct, he is presumed 
to be innocent.” 

McDiarmid Friday 
showed no signs of changing 
his mind on the Ritchie case. 
He said he had arrived at his 
decision after careful study 
based on the best profession¬ 
al advice.

LOS ANGELES (UPl) Mistletoe, the parasitic plant 
with special Christmas meaning, may contain a medication 
to combat cancer of the breast, colon, stomach, rectum and 
cervix, a report from University of Southern California said 
Friday. 

European scientists who have studied the extract, distri¬ 
buted under the trade name Iscador, believed a toxic 
protein in the plant inhibits the growth of cancer cells. 

But a recent study of Korean mistletoe by Dr. Tas- 
neem Khwaja, associate professor of pathology at USC 
School of Medicine, revealed the Cancer-fighting abilities of 
mistletoe are actually due to alkaloids in the plant. 

’tOqr studies suggest, however,” Khwaja said, “that 
the: protein believed by othbr-iesearchers to act on cancer 
cells actyally stimulate tHe body’s immune system, thus 
, ^ increasing a patient’s.abRlty to combat cancer.” 

He said many of the drugs now used to combat cancer, 
althotigh effective against cancer, suppress the body’s 
immune .sy^m. 

JHe said .ir further studies bear out that contention, 
then mistletoe may be an important cancer drug. 

, One major problem in using mistletoe as a drug is getting 
-enough extriic.t. Only 2.6 grams of extract can be obtained for 
■every LOpi) grams of mistletoe. 
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DUNCAN — Cowichan-Malahat-the Islands MP Don 
Taylor is back on the campaign trail, but "incensed” 
at the Liberals and NDP for forcing another election at 
this time. 

The Tory MP has been in the riding for some time, 
planning campaign strategy with local party officials. 

Taylor told the Coionist Thursday that he was "incensed 
the Liberals and NDP would put party politics and their 
lust for power ahead of the country's well-being."

“People were higher than a kite. The excitement was 
just electric. We hoped in the end that sanity would prevail 
and the opposition would see the country’s best inter- 
e.sts.” 

He said another reason the government fell was that 
“the opposition would not agree to the normal pairing 
practice in the House, an agreed practice when you 
know beforehand that important members will be away on 
government business, such as Flora MacDonald, who was 
away in Europe. 

“The Liberals’ plan, to draw out the NDP to an ex¬ 
posed position where they just couldn’fback down, forcing 
them to place the non-confidence motion, worked. It began to 


look less and less like an accident, but more and more like a 
Liberal design.” 

Taylor said the actions of the Liberals in the House 
would have an adverse effect upon their party. 

“Many Liberal MPs are no.t running this time and arc 
expressing their disappointment with the way things are 
going with their party. 

“It’s a tragedy to have to hold a $65 million election in 
the middle of winter during this stage of our develop¬ 
ment. 

“I’m really angry. This time it’s despicable.” 

Taylor defended the budget and the Tory govern¬ 
ment’s record during its short term. 

“We are ready to stand on our principle. There comes a 
time you just have to stand up and be counted, whether 
it’s popular or not. The oil price increases were reason¬ 
able when you look at the prices jn the U.S. and the 
OPEC increases,” Taylor said. 


Taylor said he will be attacking both the NDP and 
Liberals for causing an unnecessary election in win¬ 
ter. 

He predicted the local race will be strictly a Conserva- 
tlvp-NDP fight once again i 

Taylor .said “the NDP candidate, whether it be Jim 
Manly or not, will have to stand up and account for his 
party’s irresponsible actions.” 

He. predicted the Conservatives would be returned to 
power with a comfortable majority. 

In the federal election last May, Taylor beat Lady¬ 
smith’s Manly by 1,600 votes. 

Meanwhile, Tom Stankoe, Cowichan-Malahat the Is¬ 
lands Progessive Conservative constituency president, an¬ 
nounced Thursday that the Tory nominating meeting vviil be 
held at Millstream Restaurant, Mill Bay, at 2 p.m. Jan. 5. 

No candidates other than Taylor have so far indicated 
their intention to seek the nomination.

Mrs. Lloyd had seen a tele¬ 
vision program about letter 
bombs the night before when 
a Belgian-stamped, hand- 
addressed manila envelope 
arrived in Thursday’s post 
for her husband. 

“I became suspicious 
when I saw it had a Brussels 
postmark and a customs dec¬ 
laration label saying it con¬ 
tained soap,” she said. So 
she put it in a garden urn and 
called the police. 


The president did not indi¬ 
cate what kind of sanctions 
the United States would .seek 
next week in the UN Security 
Council. 

But other U.S. officials 
said the United States would 
not call for a halt to all trade 
with Iran. Instead, they said, 
the countries of the world 
would be asked to approve a 
selective boycott, denying 
Iran new purchases of such 
essential items as equipment 
for its oil operations. 

State department offi¬ 
cials, asking that they not be 
named, said the United 
States will not seek a ban on 
exports of Iranian oil. They 
said there also will be no 
effort to ban sales of f^ or 
medicine to Iran, altmugh 
they would not rule out that 
option as a future possibil¬ 
ity. 

The officials said they 
have only begun discussing 
specific proposals with Se¬ 
curity Council members. 
Most of those countries have 
declined to commit them¬ 
selves'on the U.S. proposal 
until they have been provid¬ 
ed with specifics. 

U.S. Ambassador to the 
UN Donald McHenry said it 
“will be difficult” to muster 
the njnc votes needed in the 
15-member Council to im¬ 
pose the sanctions. 


In his brief address. 
Carter again stressed that he 
is trying to follow a peaceful 
approach to resolving the 
crisis. He said he is using 
every legal avenue available 
to persuade Iran's clerical 
junta to free the hostages. 

But, he said, “for a peace¬ 
ful resolution to be achieved, 
it is now clear that concrete 
action must be taken by the 
international community.”

A-G defends Ritchie clearance

Senior officials in the at¬ 
torney-general’s ministry 
refused to proceed with 
charges against an MLA 
earlier this week, but (be 
Social Credit member. Bill 
Ritchie, remained under a 
cloud F'riday as a contro¬ 
versy over influence-ped¬ 
dling allegations refus^ to 
die. 

Ritchie had bc-en accused 
of using bis position on the 
B.C. Land Commission to 
swing support his way in 
first his bid for the Social 
Credit nomination for Cen¬ 
tral Fraser Valley and sec¬ 
ondly to win the seat for the 
government. 


That charge was made in a 
sworn affidavit signed by 
Henry Freisen of Clear- 
brook. The affidavit was fin¬ 
ally withdrawn by Freisen, 
but the RCMP in the area 
investigated the allega¬ 
tions. 

On Tuesday Neil McDiar- 
mid, associate deputy attor¬ 
ney-general for criminal jus¬ 
tice, announced that he had 
reviewed the evidence 
against Ritchie and had de¬ 
cided there was no cause to 
lay charges. 

On Thursday it was dis¬ 
closed that the RCMP and 
the crown counsel in Rit¬ 
chie’s riding thought there 
was enough evidence to war¬ 
rant a court hearing.

Allan Williams said McDiar- 
mid and Deputy Attorney- 
General Richard Vogel had 
reviewed the RCMP and 
crown counsel findings, and 
had decided there was not 
enough evidence to provide a 
prima facia case against 
Ritchie. 

McDiarmid said that after 
careful review he had decid- 
t‘d there was no case against 
Ritchie and that the investi¬ 
gation was closed, with Rit¬ 
chie cleared of all charges. 

Ritchie said he couldn't 
understand the sequence of 
events. Under presspre to 
clear his name since last 
summer, the MLA said he 
felt that had finally been 
done when McDiarmid an¬ 


nounced publicly that no 
charges would be laid. 

“This (latest develop¬ 
ment) appears to me to be a 
contravention of our system 
of justice,” Ritchie said. “1 
have always understood that 
when a person is not charged 
following an investigation of 
his conduct, he is presumed 
to be innocent.”

Mistletoe extract 
showing promise 
as cancer fighter 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Mistletoe, the parasitic plant 
with special Christmas meaning, may contain a medication 
to combat cancer of the breast, colon, stomach, rectum and 
cervix, a report from University of Southern California said 
Friday. 

European scientists who have studied the extract, distri¬ 
buted under the trade name Iscador, believed a toxic 
protein in the plant inhibits the growth of cancer cells. 

But a recent study of Korean mistletoe by Dr. Tas- 
neem Khwaja, associate professor of pathology at USC 
School of Medicine, reveaM the cancer-fighting abilities of 
mistletoe are actually due to alkaloids in the plant. 

“Our studies suggest, however,” Khwaja said, “that 
the protein believed by other researchers to act on cancer 
cells actually stimulate the body’s immune system, thus 
increasing a patient’s ability to combat cancer.” 

He said many of the drugs now used to combat cancer, 
although effective against cancer, suppress the body’s 
immune system. 

He said if further studies bear out that contention, 
then mistletoe may be an important cancer drug. 

One major problem in using mistletoe as a drug is getting 
enough extract. Only 2.6 grams of extract can be obtained for 
every 1,000 grams of mistletoe.

How much home can you afford? 


How can you decide from the-asking price 
of a house, whether you would be able to 
afford to live in it or not ? You have some cash 
to put down, but what about the rest of the 
money ?' 

Most buyers establish a general Idea in 
what price range to look for a home based on 
what monthly payments they feel they can 
afford. 

This is influenced by many factors, one of 
which is desired lifestyle. If a couple spend 
thousands of dollars each winter to bask for on 
some tropical beach, if they enjoy dining out a 
couple of nights a week, or if they like ex¬ 
pensive cars and clothes, then their ability to 
meet monthly payments will be affected. 

Any realtor will have an ammortlzation 
book which tells at a glance what the monthly 
payments would be on a given mortgage at a 
given interest rate for a given number of 
years. 

For example, a $50,000 mortgage, over a 
twenty five year period, at 13?^%, would cost 
$577.97 per month. A-$M,000 mortgage, over 
the same period, at the same interest rate, 
would require monthly payments of $346.78. 

Quick multiplication will show that, on the 


$50,000 mortgage, the total amount paid, not 
including taxes, and providing the interest 
rates stayed the same, would be $173,391. The 
total amount paid on the $30,000 mortgage 
would be $104,034. 

This seems like a lot of money, until you 
consider that, since one has to live some¬ 
where, rent would have to be paid If one were 
not buying a home, so that the money would be 
going out anyway. Of course, as Wayne But¬ 
terfield, a realtor at National Trust’s main 
office in Victoria says, due to the inflationary 
factor, rents continue to increase, so in fact, 
one would eventually pay out more than these 
figures. 

He points out that the inflationary factor 
applies to interest rates as well as to rents; 
they could go up too, so the total payment fig¬ 
ures given could be higher. But if this hap¬ 
pens, so do property values; therefor, when 
you are finished paying for your home 
throughout an inflationary period, your prop¬ 
erty Is worth a lot more more than the figure 
you bought it for, so that you are much further 
ahead to buy than to rent, even when home 
prices and mortgage rates are at an all-time 
high. 


In general most real estate brokers and 
lending institutions agree that mortgage pay¬ 
ments and property taxes should normally not 
exceed 30 per cent of the family’s gross 
income. 

To decide your household gross income, 
add the income of the prime wage earner, the 
second wage earner, bank interest, dividends 
from stocks and bonds, and any other annual 
interest or Income. 

’The three main variable factors are the 
mortgage rate, property taxes and your net 
family income after fixed expenses (car pay¬ 
ments, bank loans, etc.) are deducted. 

Remember that you must add taxes to 
these annual charges. A capable real estate 
salesperson can provide you with the latest 
property tax information on any home you 
inspect. 

Lending institutions such as banks will 
decide whether you qualify for a mortgage 
and for how much based on your annual 
income. Before receiving a mortgage, you 
will require verification of your annual earn¬ 
ings either through a letter from youremploy- 
er or a copy of your income tax return. Also 
you need to have established an acceptable 
prior credit rating.

in computerized houses 


It was inevitable in our 
current age of the com¬ 
puter. A computerized 
house is now being devel¬ 
oped. You may be living 
in one in the future. 

One of the unique fea¬ 
tures in the new house is a 
special computer pro¬ 
gram that co-ordinates 
and controls the home’s 
heating and cooling sys¬ 
tem. 

However, before the 
computer programming 
takes place, the resident 
family will be inter¬ 
viewed. It will be noted 
what time they drag out 
of bed in the morning and 
retire at night. 

They will be asked what 
time breakfast prepara¬ 
tion is started and when 
the breakfast dishes are 
cieared away. Also when 
the breadwinnerfs) leave 
for work and the kids split 
for school. 

It must be known when 
the youngsters return 
from school and when the 


weary workers return to 
home base. It’s even 
noted when the TV is 
usually turned off and 
family members migrate 
from living room to bed¬ 
room areas. 

All this and other input 
is fed into a computer, 
which in turn faithfully 
controls heating and cool¬ 
ing of the home — achiev¬ 
ing maximum efficiency 
and energy conserva¬ 
tion. 

For example, during 
winter months the tem¬ 
perature in the home is 
automatically lowered to 
a predetermined level 
after the family retires. 

In the morning, the bed¬ 
room area is warmed 
first, ready for the inhabi¬ 
tants when they bounce 
out of bed. Then the kit¬ 
chen is warmed. 

When the family de¬ 
parts for their daily acti¬ 
vities, the temperature is 
lowered. But when they 
return in the afternoon. 


their home will be com¬ 
fortably warm, thanks to 
their ever-diligent com¬ 
puter friend. 

This is one of several 
new systems built into the 
experimental home, de¬ 
signed and developed by 
by a firm inVirginia. 

The project is a spin-off 
from the space program. 
The space-age structure 
is called the Technology 
Utilization House — or 
Tech House, for short. 

Another particularly 
interesting aspect of this 
“home of the future” is 
its security system. 

This system even pro¬ 
tects its occupants before 
they reach the house (as 
they approach the en¬ 
trance). They carry a 
penlight device that will 
signal a bright light to 
illuminate the outside en¬ 
trance area at least 30 
feet before they reach 
that point. 

Inside the home, every 
area is mpnitored by the 


ever-present security 
system, which includes a 
touch-sensitive under- 
the-carpet alarm sys- 
tem.- 

A burglar doesn’t have 
a chance in this home. 
Even if he manages to 
evade the separate alarm 
system in the yard, he’ll 
trigger the sy.stem with 
his first step inside the 
home. 

If no occupant is home 
at the time, the intrusion 
will be automatically sig¬ 
naled at the local police 
station. 

The system goes much 
farther than that. It even 
includes a “tornado de¬ 
tector” that sounds an 
alarm when a television 
camera picks up the View 
of an oncoming twist- 
er.This would not be ap¬ 
plicable in Victoria, but 
maybe we could have 
built-in earthquake de¬ 
tectors when computer 
homes become available 
here.

Q. — We are moving 
into an ail brick Tudor 
house with plaster walls. 
My husband is-of the im¬ 
pression that if we put up 
Sanitas or Wall-Tex on- 
the wall$,4he walls would 
be ruined and that the 
covering could never be 
removed for repapering 
or painting. He also feels 
that you cannot put nails 
into plaster walls for 
hanging pictures. Is he 
right? — R.B., Holbrook, 
N.Y. 

A. — No, he is wrong. 
Any kind of wallpaper 
can be removed.although 
the types you describe re¬ 
quire a bit more work 
than plain papers. 

As for nailing into plas¬ 
ter, no problem. Some¬ 
times the wall will chip a 
bit when the nail is startr 
ed, but not if you drive the 
nail through a piece of 
tape pressed firmly oVer 
the spot you wish to nail 
into. 

Q. — My electrical sys¬ 
tem has always been 


grounded via a cable 
leading to a water pipe. 
Recently I replaced some 
of the old metal plumbing 
in my home with plastic 
pipe. It now occurs to me 
that since the plastic 
won’t conduct electricity, 
my ground may no longer 
be effective. Is that pos¬ 
sible? — W.F., Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa. 

A. — It depends upon 
where the plastic is in 
relation to the grounding 
cable. If the plastic is 
between the cable con¬ 
nection and the point 
where the pipe runs into 
the earth outside your 
home, the ground is in¬ 
deed no longer effective. 

If that’s the case, you 
should have an electri¬ 
cian come out and rem¬ 
edy the situation. 

Q. — We get water in 
our cellar whenever it 
rains, sometimes as deep 
as a foot. What would be 
the proper way to prevent 
the water from leaking in, 
and what do you think 


about a sump pump? — 
A.L., Providence, R.I. 

A. — I’d have to know 
just how the water is get- 
ing in before I could come 
up with a specific fix. 
Suggest you go to the li¬ 
brary and check out the 
article on wet basements 
featured in the Septem¬ 
ber 1972 issue of Popular 
Science. I think sump 
pumps are a good idea. 
They don’t really solve 
the leaking, but they dt) 
eliminate the water. And 
if the problem is severe— 
as yours is — pump is 
often cheaper than the 
type of repair that may be 
necessary.

Wallpaper floors and put fabric on walls 


One of the best ways to 
make a routinely con¬ 
structed apartment stand 
out from the rest is to do 
the unusual and the unex¬ 
pected. This calls for 
.some imagination. 

Utilizing a decorative 
material in another con¬ 
text can create a dra¬ 
matic effect. Take wall¬ 
paper, for example. 
There are no rules that 
state it must be used only 
on walls. 

Actually, wallpaper 


*can make a highly effec¬ 
tive floor covering. Lay it 
on the floor of the kit¬ 
chen, study, bathroom or 
children’s room and then 
top it off with a stieng 
clear polyurethane which 
will give many years of 
wear. 

Another idea might be 
to cover the walls and the 
floor in the same design to 
create a dramatic, total 
effect. You also can mix 
and match using one wall¬ 
paper on the walls and a 


contrasting pattern on the 
floor. 

Not only does the usage 
of wallpaper on the floor 
create an interesting 
look, it is practical as 
well. 

The plastic flooring 
which protects the wall¬ 
paper can be cared for by 
sweeping and occasional 
damp mopping. The 
clarity of the plastic co¬ 
vering allows the wall¬ 
paper color and design 
you select to show 


through. The rich texture 
of the wallpaper topped 
with the plastic gives the 
room a carpeted look. It is 
something you can do 
yourself at little cost. One 
bint: don’t select a “non- 
directional” pattern. 

Just as wallpaper can 
appear on the floor of 
your apartment or condo¬ 
minium, so can fabric 
move from the more tra¬ 
ditional role as drapery, 
upholstery and bed¬ 
spread material to that of 
wall covering.
